It is, we think, a good rather than 
a bad sign that Mr. Churchill was 
unable to make his promised state- 
ment yesterday and that the con- 
versations in London are likely to 
continue for some days. We may infer 
that. both parties are anxious to come to 
terms, and that Messrs. Griffith and 
Collins really believe, and are anxious to 
persuade the British Government, that the 
Treaty is not imperilled by the Dublin 
agreement. There are, of course, two 
things on which the Cabinet must insist— 
if only because the British nation will 
not allow it to yield. The Treaty repre- 
sents its last word in the matter of Irish 
settlement, and the Northern Government 
must be master in its own house. War 
on it from any quarter, inside or outside 
Ireland, will mean war on England. If 
the Irish envoys are ready to accept these 
terms and to furnish reasonable proof of 
their ability to honour them, it is not 
improbable that good-will on both sides 
may surmount the obstacle of the Dublin 
agreement. In that event. the necessary 
election—a free, full and direct electicn 
on the Treaty and Constitution—will ov 
merely postponed. A proclamation by the 
Lord Lieutenant, which is published 
to-day, dissolves the existing Parliament 
of Southern Ireland. and defines as 
“ Provisional”’ the Parliament which will 
be elected on the 16th June and will 
assemble on the Ist July.

immediate return of settled conditions in 
Southern Ireland would do much to assure 
the British Government that it was 
negotiating with honest men. The present 
state of affairs in the ‘twenty-six counties 
is abnorma] and even unnatural. Convic- 
tion of that fact is-the one thing that 
props the souls of thousands of good Lrish- 
men in these terrible days. They share 
the sane and courageous view which the 
Archbishop of Dublin expressed yesterday 
in the Diocesan Synod. Ireland is, by 
nature, a peace-loving, tolerant, conserva- 
tive country. Religious persecution was 
unknown in the South for centuries. The 
rights of property were respected, and 
warm friendships existed between people 
of different creeds and classes. During the 
last few months these secular conditions 
have begun to collapse. We have seer the 
begumings-of agrarian Bolshevism, of dis- 
respect fer all kinds of authcrity,’ of 
religious. persccution, hatreds. 
The appearance of these evils is an arrest- 
ing danger-signal. If the moral and social 
collapse is allowed to continwe, no form 
of government, Free State or Republican, 
will be able to avert national chaos,

Thus, and only 
thus, Southern Ireland expel the 
unnatural tendencies which now threaten 
to play havoc with her best traditions and 
to destroy her material prosperity. The 
country @s waiting for a lead. Will the 
leaders give it now in such effective fashion 
that we may take heart for the future 
of our distracted land? A beginning 
ought to be made with the erime of 
murder—such cold-blooded killing as has 
been done twice in the streets of Dublin 
during the last three days. No political 
casuistry or fanaticism can pretend to 
justify the murder of England’s friendly 
soldiers or of Irish policemen who are 
ready, if allowed, to give to their country 
the same loyal service which they gave to 
the British Crown, The leaders of every 
party and of every army, regular and 
irregular, have denounced the Dublin 
murders. It is their business now to make 
such hideous crimes impossible in a land 
that boasts its fitness to: be free.

The Bacon Trade. 


While the fate of the Irish cattle trade 
is hanging in the balance, pending Parlia- 
'ment’s decision on the embargo question, 
the bacon trade is being exposed to a 
serious risk. America has determined to 
capture the British bacon market. The 
first consignment of a new kind of bacon 
from the United States arrived in South- 
ampton by the Majestic on Saturday, and 
the Chicago pork trade has organised a 
scheme veh ae 
stockyards en a certain. day will be 
on sale as bacon in London ten days 
afterwards. The American packers. say 
that ‘they will cut their prices almost 
to any extent in order to capture 
the market, and the English house- 
wile is being promised a reduction in price 
of threepence :r fourpence per pound. At 
one-time Irish bacon held unchallenged 
sway in the British market, and, although 


a fairly strong footing, many people still 
insist on buying Irish brands. The intro- 
duction of American mild-cured bacon at a 
very low price, however, will be bound to 
injure Ireland's trade. American competi- 
tion ás a hard thing to face; but, in bacon 
as in most other things, quality always 
prevails in the long run. If the standard 
of Irieh bacon is maintajned at the highest 
possible level, our pig-raisers will have 
areas to fear from America or anywhere 
else. 


New Airships. 


German ingenuity appears to be respon- 
sible for a new alloy which, it is claimed, 
will revolutionise aviation, An American 
corporation for some time past has been 
employing the services of German ais ex- 
perts with the object of opening a line of 
airships between San Francisco and New 
York. The new alloy, which these 
experts have placed at the disposal 
i of the “combine,” is so light that 
| flying in future may be conducted 
under entirely new conditions. In air- 
Ships built of this wonderful metal 
the carburettor and sparking-plug will be 
essential no longer, and heavy oil engines 
of the Diesel type may be used. The 
alfects of this change will be an increase 
in horse-power of several thousands and a 
consequent increase of carrying capacity. 
The airships which already have been 
planned for the New York-San Francisco 
flight will accommodate a total number of 
five hundred persons. It is expected that 
they will be able to make a flight from San 
Francisco to Constantinople, via New 
York, in about a week. America is a

INDIRECT. TAXATION. 


THE SMOKER’S BURDEN. 

i —- >---- 

The recent reductions in taxation announced 
by the English Chancellor of the Exchequer 
have car considerable satisfaction to. over- 
burdened taxpayers. However, it is to be hoped 
that when the first Chancellor of the Excheyuer 
for the Irish Free State brings in his first 
Budget he will announce many substantial reduc- 
tions in the numerous ctushing indirect taxes 
which are the legacy of the late war. Indirect 
taxation is at present positively prolibitive. In- 
deed, in certain cases it has had the effect of 
curtailing consumption, and consequently lessen- 
a * the revenue receipis. i 

he great advantage about indirect taxes, 
from.a revenue standpoint, is that they are 
easily collected. They are levied at the source—- 
that is, they are paid by the merchant in the 
case of imported goods or by the manufacturer 
in the case of home manufactured goods. The 
tax is merely added to the selling price, and the 
“ consumer” pays up pleasantly, all unconscious 
of the fact that he is contributing to the Ex- 
chequer, 

A bottle of whiskey, for instance, costs 16s. 
6d. Of this amount 10s, has been paid by the 
distiller or the spirit merchant to the Customs 
and Excise. Thus the trade has to make its 
profit and pay all the expences of manufacture, 
bonding, bottling, labelling, and carriage out of 
a little more than 6 The high rate of duty 
is due to the fact that the tax on. whiskey is 
£3 12s. 6d. per proof gallon. Brandy, rum, gin, 
and liqueurs are dearer because the taxes 
range from £3 15s. 4d. to £5 4s. Sd. per proof 
gallon. The tax on perfumes varies from £5 
i7s. to £6 2s. 7d. per proof gallon. 

Wine taxes depend on the percentage of 
alcohol present. Claret, for example, is taxed 
at 2s. 6d. per gallon, whiie port is taxed at fs. 
There is an additional tax of 12s. 6d. per gallen 
for champagne or other sparkling wines. 

The beer duty is charged at the rate of £5 
for every 36 gallons at the standard gravity. 
But the teetotallers are not exempt from taxa- 
tion. Minerais are taxed at the rate of 84. 
per gallon. Moreover. people who indulge in 
patent medicines must pay a tax which is 
assessed on the selling price. A 4s. bottle of 
patent medicine contributes 2s. to the revenue. 

Smokers contribute a substantial sum to the 
nation’s purse. Before unmanufactured tobacco 
can be taken from bond the manufacturer must 
pay duty at rates ranging from 86. 21d. to Qs. 
Oid. pér Ib. Imported cigars and cigareites are 
taxed at 15s. 74. and 12s, 7d. per Ib., respectively. 
Matches, too, are taxed at a farthing per box. 

The sugar tax is £1 5s. 9d. per ewt. Before 
the war it was only ls. 10d.. per cwt. Tea is 
10d. per Ih. if grown in the British Empire and 
ls, per Ib. for other varieties. Cocoa and 
coffee are taxed at £2 2s. per cwt. Currants get 
off lightly at a tax of 2s. per cwt., but raisins 
and prunes must pay 10s. 6d. Imported jam. 
marmalade, and jellies are taxed at either 18. 
6id. per ewt. or £1 Se. 8d. In fact, any com- 
modity containing sugar must pay duty on the 
percentage of sugar present. Bhacking, for in- 
étance which contains sugar, is taxed at 5s. 
8id. per ewt. The taxes on chocolates, sweets, 
condensed milk, bottled and tinned fruits range 
from 3a. Sd. to £1 5s. 8d. per ewt. 

Imported clocks and watches are liable to 
taxes of one-third their value. Motor cars and 
motor cycles are taxed at similar rates. Gramo- 
phones and pianos are also included in the ad 
valorem jtariff. 

Patrons of theatres, cinemas, football and 
cricket matches, and the numerous forms of 
sport or recreation classified as “ entertain- 
ments’’ by the Revenue authorities, pay a stiff 
entertainments tax. The tax on a 2s. ticket is 
6d. and on a 3s, ticket it is 9d. As regards 
cinemas, there is a further tax of 5d. per foot 
on the negatives of imported films. 

Under the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 
1921, there are thousands of articles which are 
taxed on their declared value. 

Thus most of our necessaries, tuxuries, and 
amusements pay indirect tribute to the Exche- 
quer coffers.
